AUTUMN  LEAF  FESTIVAL 

by  Robbin  Quinn 

In  1953,  the  first  recognized  Autumn  leaf  Festival 
was  held  during  the  Clarion  State  College 
Homecoming.  Businesses  were  asked  to  decorate, 
adding  a touch  of  color  to  the  town.  Little  did 
anyone  who  was  involved  with  the  start  of  the 
festival,  know  that  it  would  grow  and  become  what 
it  is  today.  The  following  year,  1954,  the  Clarion 
Chamber  of  Commerce  had  an  idea.  Since  the 
leaves  were  colored  and  beautiful  during  the  fall,  a 
larger  festival  would  attract  even  more  people  to  the 
area.  Two  parades  were  offered.  The  first  was  held 
from  9:30  a.m.  until  noon.  It  included  veterans 
from  foreign  wars,  Girl  Scouts,  volunteer  fireman, 
the  Lions’  Club,  the  Autumn  Leaf  Queen’s  float,  an 
seven  Clarion  County  bands.  There  was  a cash 
prize  of  $50.00  for  the  best  band  performance. 

Then  two  and  a half  hours  later,  the  Clarion  State 
Teachers  College  held  their  homecoming  parade 
with  many  beautiful  floats  made  by  local 
fraternities. 

Early  years  of  the  Autumn  Leaf  festival  did  not 
include  rides,  but  slowly,  people  became  more 
interested.  In  1 954,  1 ,000  people  attended  the 
festival.  In  1955,  a wider  selection  of  events  were 
being  offered.  Scenic  tours  were  offered,  the  local 
newspaper  published  much  about  the  local  events 
taking  place.  Also  added  were  a fishing  contest, 
ball  dancing,  and  large  groups  of  Scouts  had  joined 
in  the  march  thru  Clarion.  Due  to  the  growth  of  the 
festival,  businesses  donated  money  and  the  “fine-o- 
meter”  was  used.  This  was  used  to  collect  fines  for 
parking  tickets.  Unfortunately,  many  didn’t  take 
the  fine  seriously  and  problems  arose  when  people 
did  not  pay  their  fines.  In  1956,  local  businesses 
donated  monetary  prizes  for  the  float  competition 
whose  theme  followed  movie  titles.  A much  larger 
turn  out  than  in  1 955  was  seen.  Merchants  held  a 


three-day  “Harvest  of  Values”  to  promote  local 
businesses.  Aunt  Jemima  arrived  on  the  first  day  to 
help  the  Kiwanis  Club  with  their  pancake  festival. 

In  1958,  the  Autumn  Leaf  Festival  earned  status  as 
a permanent  event.  The  Chamber  implemented  a 
committee  to  organize  the  festivities.  With  bands, 
cars,  horses,  marching  units,  and  drill  teams,  joining 
with  the  growing  number  of  beautiful  floats,  the 
parade  lasted  one  hour  and  15  minutes.  Now 
enjoyed  by  the  thousands  that  come  every  year. 

In  1959,  activities  included  a Pennsylvania  State 
Police  rodeo,  teenage  rock  ‘n  roll  show  (loud  music 
and  acting  very  strange),  a U.  S.  Air  Force  band 
performance,  a number  of  celebrities  were  in  town 
during  the  week,  and  Governor  David  Lawrence. 
There  were  contests  in  fiddling  and  com  husking. 
All  total  there  were  1 06  units  in  the  event  that  year. 
An  estimated  1 0,000  people  arrive  yearly  for  the 
Autumn  Leaf  Festival  in  Clarion,  PA.  The  weekend 
event  has  grown  and  much  has  been  added  every 
year.  As  with  any  event,  the  larger  it  becomes,  the 
more  it  attracts  to  the  event. 

The  80’s  and  90’s  find  the  ALF  captured  the  beauty 
of  fall  foliage,  it  has  become  more  organized, 
stmctured,  and  longer  in  duration  each  year. 

During  the  1959,  1967,  1975,  and  1978  events, 
there  are  wooden  nickel  issues  with  these  dates. 

The  1959  has  an  Indian  on  the  obverse.  The  1967 
issues  sports  a lucky  clover  on  it.  In  1975  they  have 
a Buffalo  printed  on  them,  and  the  1978  wood  is  for 
their  25  Silver  anniversary,  Indian  face  value  five 
cents.  In  sending  a letter  to  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  I was  informed  that  there  has  never 
been  a wooden  nickel  printed  up  by  the  Chamber, 
nor  have  they  given  the  okay  for  a company  to  print 
any.  It  has  been  52  years  and  I’m  sure  there  is 
someone  around  their  office  that  remembers  these 
years  and  not  seeing  any  wooden  nickels  being 
handed  out.  I’m  sure  that  more  than  one  business 
came  up  with  the  idea  to  use  them  to  help  promote 
the  yearly  event  and  bring  in  more  business  for 
them  selves.  Many  events  from  the  40's,  50's,  and 
even  the  early  60’s  that  have  wood  issues,  have 
little  or  no  history  behind  them.  You  can  contact 
any  business  or  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  it  will 
be  the  first  time  they  have  seen  the  wood  issues. 

Next  month  I’ll  tell  you  about  the  two  Spinach 
festivals  being  held  each  year  from  two  cities  that 
both  boost  they  are  the  Spinach  Capital  of  the 
World.
